Representatives of the Mills

Following a Meeting Held in Chicago Last Week, at Which the 
Eastern Mills Were Represented, This Meeting Was 
Called—New Method of Raising Prices. 

Representatives of all the book mills in the country, both East 
and West, are holding a meeting in New York today (Thursday) 
for the purpose of considering some very important trade mat- 
ters which necessitate immediate action. 

Since the recent advance in the price of book paper by the manu- 
facturers there has been more or less confusion in the trade, and 
especially’ with the dealers, who are somewhat in doubt as to the 
exact attitude of the manufacturers toward them and the 
which they will hereafter do business with them. This question is 
of vital importance to the jobbers, and as it is understood that it 
will come up for final disposal at this meeting the outcome is 
being looked forward to with more than ordinary interest. The 
secrecy with which the manufacturers are guarding their actions 
is regarded by some persons as being sufficient evidence that there 
has been an agreement entered into by the mills. On the other 
hand the manufacturers claim that these advances have 
brought about by the increasing cost of raw materials, coupled 
with the present scarcity of good, intelligent labor and many 
other minor causes which must be included in the present cost of 
manufacturing paper.

Referring to the meeting which was held in Chicago last week, 
it is claimed by them that it was nothing more than a friendly af- 
fair gotten up for the purpose of talking over general business 
conditions. At this meeting it was agreed that the cost of fram- 
ing and casing book paper should be added to the selling price 
of the paper, as is done by manufacturers in other lines who have 
to use considerable quantities of lumber in shipping their goods 
This the book men say is a reasonable argument in support of this 
question, and as a result the following notices are a sample of 
what has been sent out to the trade by the mills that have made 
the advance on these incidentals. 

It would not be surprising to see advance as a result 
of this meeting in New York, because the low level to which 
prices dropped during the summer would necessitate still higher 
prices to bring quotations back again to a normal figure.

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WHITE BAGS ADVANCED. 


The Makers Have Put Up Prices From 10 to 15 Per Cent. on 
Their Different Grades of White Bags—The Advances 
Seem to Have Been Made By All Manufacturers. 


Instead of making preparations to hold another meeting in New 
York for the purpose of forming a trade association on a co- 
operative basis for the mutual benefit of themselves, as was gen- 
erally understood when the previous meeting adjourned, the paper 
bag manufacturers simply sent out notices last week advancing 
prices on all grades of white bags, effective November 1. An of- 
ficial of one of the largest concerns manufacturing bags stated that 
the advance varied from about 10 to 15 per cent., but gave no 
figures. One manufacturer is quoting the following discounts :

The announcement when it was made caused something of a 
stir in the trade, as it was generally supposed that another meet-

ing would be held and something stronger than a gentlemen’s 


agreement entered into before another advance would be an- 
nounced. 

When the previous meeting adjourned, having made but little 
progress toward forming a permanent association after a rather 
interesting three days’ session, the report was circulated that an- 
other meeting would be called in about three or four weeks. 
Shortly after this all the manufacturers advanced prices on the 
cheap grades, following the example of the Union Bag and Paper 
Company, which had advanced on these grades previous to the 
meeting. 

In the early part of the week rumors got abroad that a meeting 
would be held shortly and that prices on cheap bags would again 
be advanced. As consumers had been anticipating some sort of a 
move on the part of the manufacturers they immediately began 
to place orders at the recent advance, with the result that the bag 
market showed considerable activity in the beginning of the week. 
Buyers, it seems, have covered their future needs quite liberally, 
and now when it is learned that prices were advanced on the 
other grades there will be many regrets at having bought beyond 
actual requirements at this time. 

Some few members of the trade are of the opinion that there 
exists an association at present, and that these latest advances 
were made by prearrangement, coming as they did simultaneously, 
which they believe is sufficient evidence that an agreement has 
been effected, and that the manufacturers are co-operating al- 
ready. Even if there should be no agreement in existence at this 
time between the manufacturers the present condition of the raw 
material market would justify all the manufacturers in making 
further advances. Of course there are not many of the bag man- 
ufacturers who manufacture their own paper, and the majority 
are compelled now to purchase their bag papers at the higher 
prices which the paper manufacturers are now quoting, and it is 
quite evident that the near future will see even higher prices 
being asked for all kinds of paper. 

The labor problem is another item which is causing the bag 
manufacturers, as well as the paper manufacturers, considerable 
trouble. A few years back the manufacturers could get plenty 
of intelligent American labor, whereas at present they have to 
employ in a good many instances unintelligent foreign labor, which 
increases the cost of manufacture instead of reducing it, because 
of the inferior workmanship. 

Those manufacturer who run on specialties, such as millinery 
bags. etc., have also advanced prices on these grades a few points. 


It would not be at all surprising to see still higher figures being 
quoted on the cheap bags, as the present prices are still consid- 
ered lower than they should be, judging from the present prices 


of paper. While business is very brisk now it is an easy matter 
to hold prices up, because the manufacturers have more orders 
than they can safely take care of; but the question uppermost in 
the dealer's mind is, will they display sufficient courage to main- 
tain the higher prices when business slackens. 


Change Foreshadowed in Personnel of Garrett-Buchanan Co.

Affairs. of Holten & Collins Unchanged.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., November 6, 1906.—The week has brought no 
public developments in the affairs of Holten & Collins. It is known 
that in a number of cases the firm gave its creditors the opportunity 
to wipe out their claims wholly or in part by taking goods. The 
Barrett Manufacturing Company, the largest creditor, is reported 
to be contemplating the institution of proceedings, but is said not 
to have received encouragement from other creditors because of 
the firm’s action in making payment in stock. 

While trade rumor had two other suits in addition to that of 
the Scott Paper Company for $150 entered against the firm, Mr. 
Holten said this evening that the Scott suit was the only one on 
record, E. R. G. 


It Is Now “ The Johnston Paper Company,” Harrisburg, Pa. 


The firm of Johnston & Co., paper dealers, Harrisburg, Pa., 
will dissolve on the 15th inst. A new firm will be established on 
the same date, to deal in printing papers, wrapping papers, paper 
bags, and printing material. The firm will be composed of R. A. 
Johnston and Paul Johnston, of the old firm of Johnston & Co., 
and R. H. Moffitt. The style under which they will do business is 
Johnston Paper Company. 

A new building has been erected by R. A. Johnston expressly 
for the new business, and is situated on the southeast corner of 
Market square, Harrisburg. The building is gox1os5 feet, four 
stories in height, and cost $75,000. The new firm will be glad to 
hear from the trade on any matters of mutual interest after the 
15th inst. 


The Duty on Crepe and Copying Papers. 


In a decision by I. F. Fischer, the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers last week overruled a claim filed by William Fiegel 
and others, of New York, it being held that crepe paper is properly 
dutiable at the rate of 5 cents a pound and 15 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. 

It was claimed by the importers that the paper was of a char- 
acter warranting its classification as paper not specially provided 
for in the tariff, with duty at the rate of 25 per cent. After con- 
sideration of the testimony, the Board denies the contention of 
the protestants. 

In a decision by Appraiser Fischer he overruled a protest filed 
in behalf of the Japan Paper Export Company, of Yokohama, it 
being held that copying paper sent to this country must stand ad- 
ditional duties. The goods were held by the Board to be under- 
valued, and as a result the tribunal decides that extra duties must 
be paid.

CENSUS (1900-1905) FIGURES. 


Important Data Culled From the Report 
for the Past Five Years. 


An Increase in Establishments and Capitalization—Quantity and 
Value of Materials Used—A Decrease in Use of Straw— 
Consumption of the Various Kinds of Papers. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Wasuineton, D. C., November 6, 1906.—The results of the last 
census of manufactures for the entire United States show that 
there has been an increase from 207,562 in 1900 to 216,262 estab 
lishments in 1905, in each of which the value of the production was 
in excess of $500. 

Taking the paper and printing industries combined, it appears 
that there has been an increase in the number of establishments 
in the entire country from 26,605 in 1900 to 30,787 in 1905, of cap 
ital invested from $557,131,055 to $798,758,312 

The general classification of paper and printing covers the man 
ufacture of paper and wood pulp and all the allied industries, clas- 
sified as printing and publishing, fancy and paper boxes, book- 
binding and blank book making, wall paper, etc., in fact there are 
twenty-one industries included in this group. 

Wood is now the principal material consumed in the manufac- 
ture of paper; but it is impossible to include the manufacture of 
wood pulp with the group classed as lumber and its remanufac- 
tures, because the manufacture of pulp and of paper is in many in- 
stances carried on under the same ownership and management 
and in the same establishment. 

Judged by the number of establishments, average number of 
wage earners and the gross value of products, the printing and 
publishing industry is the most important of this group. It in- 
cludes 26,427, or 85.8 per cent. of the establishments, and $496,- 
087,109, or 57.9 per cent. of the value of the products. 

The total cost of materials used in 1900 was $70,530,236, and in 
1905 $111,251,478. Of these materials there were used in 1900 
1,617,093 cords of domestic woods, at a value of $7,474,059; in 
1905 the quantity had increased to 2,473,094 cords, at $15,953,805. 
In addition to this there were used in 1900 369,217 cords of 
Canadian wood at $2,363.457, and this had been increased in 1905 
to 577,023 cords at $4,847,006 

The next important item is rags, including cotton and flax 
waste and sweepings, of which in 1900 there were used 234,513 
tons at $6,595,427. This item increased to 294,552 tons at $8,- 
864,607 in 1905. Of manila stock, including jute bagging, rope, 
waste, threads, etc., there was an increase from 99,301 tons at 
$2,437,256, to 107,029 tons at $2,502,332. Old and waste paper 
amounting to 356,193 tons was used in 1900 at a cost of $4,869,400. 
By 1905 the quantity used had increased to 588543 tons at 
$7,430,335. 

The quantity of straw used decreased from 367,305 tons at $2,- 
395,059 to 304,585 tons at $1,502,886. On the other hand the wood 
pulp consumption increased from 261,962 tons at $4,361,211 to 
317,286 tons at $5,754,259; the quantity of soda fibre purchased by 
the manufacturers of paper in 1900 was placed at 94,042 tons at 
$3,430,809; by 1905 it had been increased until these purchases 
amounted to 120,978 tons at $5,047,105; there was also an in- 
crease in the amount of sulphite wood fibre purchased from 273,- 
194 tons at $10,112,189 in 1900 to 433,160 tons at $16,567,122 in 
1905. The other chemical fibre used in 1900 amounted to a total 
of 14,808 tons at $465,255; in 1905 it had fallen to 6,278 tons at 
$264,678. There was, however, an increase in the value of other 
stocks purchased and entering into this industry to the value of 
$1,963,006, as compared with $817,075 in 1900. The outlay for 
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chemicals and colors also showed an increased value of $8,365, 
305, as compared with that of $6,846,033 in 1900 

The quantity of sizing used in 1900 was not reported, but the 
cost of that expenditure was placed at $826,245; for 1905 the 
returns show 52,171 tons at a total value of $1,838,035. The same 
thing is also true of clay, for which the value exported for 1900 
was placed at $1,493,460; whereas in 1905 the reports show 201,- 


218 tons at $2,006,570 


In addition to the foregoing items there were expenditures 
for materials amounting to $17,042,683 in 1900 and of $28,254,- 
307 In 1905 

Che total value reported for the products in 1900 was $127,- 
326,162; in 1905 the value had been increased until it amounted 
to $188,715,1890, and in addition to that amount it was reported 
that one concern had manufactured wood pulp to the value of 
$8,000, that establishment being primarily engaged in the manu 
facture of other products 

Of this total value for manufactures, the most importaat 
in point of value is book paper, of which, in 1905, there was an 
output of 515.547 tons at $37,403,501; whereas in 1900 the amount 
was 351,702 tons at $24,870,951. Next important in value, 
although largest in point of quantity, is the output >f news 
paper, which was 912,822 tons, as against 569,212 tons in 1900, 
and of a value of $35,906,460, as compared with that of $20,091,- 
874 in 1900. In 1900 the output of fine paper was reported as 
being 112,707 tons at $15,895,974; in 1905 it had been increased to 
146,832 tons at $22,249,170. The output of wrapping paper was 
increased from 535,252 tons to 644,291 tons, and in value from 
$24,542,373 to $30,435,592. In 1900 the output of boards was 365, 
617 tons at $10,353,319; in 1905 it was reported as being 520,651 
tons at $16,959,557. Of all other papers there was an increase 
from 233,103 tons at $12,154.555 in 1900 to 366,553 tons at a total 
value of $20,692,140. 

Taking the item of ground wood pulp, the paper manufac- 
turers made for their own use in 1900 306,322 tons, and for sale 
as such, 280,052 tons, the combined value being $4,433.600 bY 
1905 the quantity made for their own use had been increased to 
695,576 tons, and for sale as such, 273,400 tons, and the com- 
bined value, $4,323,495. 

Under the heading of soda fibre the manufacturers turned out 
for their own use in 1900, 78,110 tons, and for sale, 99,014 tons, 
the total value being $3,612,602; the quantity made for their 
own use in 1905 only amounted to 66,404 tons; but for sale there 
had been an increase to 130,366, while the value had advanced to 
$5,159,615. 

The quantity of sulphite fibre manufactured for their own 
use in 1900 was reported as being 144,452 tons, and for sale, 
271,585 tons, the total value reported as $10,451,400; in 1905 the 
quantity made for their own use had been increased to 379,082 
tons, and that for sale to 376,940 tons, while the total value had 
amounted to $13,661,464. Of all other products there was a 
reported increase in value from $919,415 to $1,924,195 

Among the equipment reported in 1900 were 663 Fourdrinier 
paper machines, and in 1905 their number had been increased to 
757; the number of cylinder machines also showed an increase 
from 569 to 612; the number of digesters had been increased 
from 426 to 547, and of grinders from 1,168 to 1,357. 

Turning our attention particularly to the book and job print- 
ing and publishing industry, we find that the total cost for paper 
was $39,581,628, of which $5,561,928 was for books and pam- 
phlets, the remainder for job printing. 

The aggregate value of the products of these establishments was 
for 1900 $121,798.476, of which, however, the component items 
were not reported separately. In 1905 the total value was $182,- 
611,720, and in addition thereto $464,142 worth of book and job 
printing work was reported by establishments primarily engaged

STRIKE IN BURGESS MILL SETTLED. 


The Big Sulphite Plant at Berlin, N. H., Again in Operation— 
Has Been Closed Since October |—Union Not Recognized— 
Three Tours Adopted—The Market Will Remain Firm. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., November 6, 1906.—It is reported in local trade 
circles that the strike at the mill of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre 
Company, at Berlin, N. H., has been settled, and that the plant 
is now running full blast again. The wood room was started up 
last Thursday and the digesters on Monday of this week. The 
long shutdown of the plant since October 1 was a source of con- 
siderable anxiety to the 500 and more mill hands, who were in- 
duced to strike in order to “unionize” the mill. 

It is said that the men returned to their work under the three 
tour system, together with conditions as originally presented to 
take effect October 1, and in their individual capacity. Since the 
close of the plant it is estimated that the production of sulphite 
has been curtailed about 10,000 tons, and in consequence the price 
has been advanced. Contracts were made in this market last 
week for deliveries running three to six months at $44 per ton. 

During the shutdown of the Burgess mill there has been no 
actual scarcity of sulphite, but it is admitted that supplies have been 
pretty well drawn down by this time, so that manufacturers de- 
pendent upon the market for sulphite are becoming more con- 
cerned with the possible conditions of the immediate future. Those 
in position to know seem to think that the sulphite market will 
hold firm at the advance for some months to come.

Assets and Liabilities of Brunswick Paper Box Company. 

Brunswick, November 6, 1906.—The assignees of the Bruns- 
wick Paper Box Company and of the Whitmore Coal Company 
rendered their reports Monday. According to the report of the 
box company assignees, Franklin C. Webb and Rupert H. Baxter, 
the capital stock amounted to $35,000, of which $19,900 was paid 
in and $15,100 held in the treasury; and that all has been wiped out 
in carrying on the business. The liabilities are given as $36,197 
and the assets as $23,270, the excess of liabilities over assets being 
$12,927. It is announced that the assignees will continue the busi- 
ness until the raw material on hand is used up. This will make it 
necessary to run the plant for at least two months, and will give 
employment to the hands forced out of work when the assignment 
was made 





Western Massachusetts Mills Running Short of Coal. 
[rRom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
Hotyoxe, Mass., November 6, 1906.—It is reported that many 
.of the mills in western Massachusetts are experiencing difficulty 
bs in getting their shipments of coal through on time, and some of 
| the manufactories in West Springfield are getting near the danger 
line in their supply. It is stated that the railroads have more 
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freight to handle than can be moved, and that in some instances 
coal consigned to the mills is allowed to remain on the sidings 
longer than is comfortable for the mills. A recent shipment of 
stock from Boston to Holyoke can be cited. The car left Boston 
at about 5 o'clock one Wednesday afternoon and arrived in 
Holyoke the next Monday morning. The distance the car ran 
was about 121 miles, and some of the cars of coal received by 
western Massachusetts mills seem to have been hauled in about 
the same proportion of time to miles. The railroads are so short 
of cars that a car manufactory in Springfield is being rushed to 
turn out freight cars under special contracts, and is now deliv- 
ering bunches of cars to the “consolidated road” almost daily, 
and sometimes before the paint is hardly dry. There has been 
considerable waiting on the part of shippers to get the proper 
number of cars. Ferry. 


Ontario’s Forestry Chief Resigns.

in other work. Of the total value for 1905, book and pamphlet 
publications reached a value of $38,613,551; sheet music and books 
of music, $563,358; job printing, $116,642,845; bookbinding, 
$8,146,175; blank books, $5,534,847; electrotyping, engraving, etc., 
$0,945,243. 

The cost of materials used in the printing and publishing of 
newspapers and periodicals in 1900 was reported as amounting to 
$50,214,904; by 1905 that had been increased to $70,358,000. The 
total amount expended for paper alone in this branch of the trade 
was $37,823,856; in 1905 it was reported to have increased to $58,- 
966,258. This again could be subdivided so that it shows for 
newspapers alone a consumption of 966,335,921 pounds at $22,197,060 
in 1900, and for 1905 an increase to 1,484,651,090 pounds at $34,- 
430,320; for periodicals the quantity reported in 1900 was 121,901,- 
749 pounds at $5,504,578, and in 1905 335,005,906 pounds at $1,759,- 
444; the amount used for books and pamphlets was valued at $3.- 
851,912 in 1900, and at $2,222,791 in 1905; and for job printing an 
increase from $6,270,306 to $9,503,703. 

The total number of publications reported in 1900 was 18,226, in 
1905 21,400. In 1900 there were 2,226 dailies, with an average cir- 
culation of 15,102,156, covering the Sunday issues, which were not 
reported separately at that census; in 1905 the number had been 
increased to 2,455, with an average circulation of 19,624,757 for 
week days only, the Sunday circulation being reported as number- 
ing 11,539,521 copies. 

The number of semi-weeklies was increased from 637, with a cir- 
culation of 2,822,868, to 645, with circulation reported of 2,937,464. 
The number of weeklies has been increased from 12,979, with a 
combined circulation amounting to 39,852,052, to 15,049 and a circu- 
lation of only 36,733,597. The monthlies showed a total of 1,817 in 
1900, with a circulation amounting to 39,519,897; by 1905 the num- 
ber had been increased to 2,500, and the total circulation to 62,- 
776,155.

And it is a question 
as to whether dealers are paying the advance quoted by manu- 
facturers, since they were given every inducement to place orders 
freely before the mills withdrew quotations, and so are fairly 
well protected for the time being. On new business, however, the 
mills are insisting upon getting higher prices, so states a city 
dealer, and that statement is confirmed by some of the repre- 
sentatives of the New England mills. It would seem, therefore, 
to be only a matter of a few weeks when the views of buyers and 
sellers will become adjusted to the strong conditions of the mar

Fox River Mills Enjoying Full Flow. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., November 5, 1906.—Beginning last Friday the 
Neenah and Menasha Water Power Company increased the amount 
of water permitted to be drawn for power to the full normal flow 
of the river. This was made possible by the consideration that 
the level of the lake is still 4% inches above the crest of the 
Menasha dam, and navigation is so nearly over that there is lit- 
tle possibility of drawing the water much lower before the boats 
cease running. Then the manufacturers have permission to draw 
the water to a point 18 inches below the crest of the dam during 
the winter. It is believed that if the usual precipitation of moist- 
ure occurs the rest of the fall and winter it will be possible to draw

The Rush of Business in Fox Valley Continues.

“People who ordinarily order ten cases at a time are ordering

They don’t seem to be in any great hurry for the paper, 
but they want to get their orders in. The buying fever has

started in all right enough, but the question of exactly what was 
the cause of it is a difficult one to answer. I believe the practical 
settlement of the lithographers’ strike has had a good deal to do 
with it, and then of course the demands of the country in the 
way of consumption are growing all the time. It seems to be 
the impression that consumption generally is increasing at the rate 
of about Io per cent. a year. During the General Paper Company 
agitation consumption fell off from the normal in the expectation 
that paper prices all along the line would have to come down. Now 
the normal demand is back again, and with added weight due to 
the previous lethargy and shortness of stocks. So far as prices are 
concerned we have not raised our lines, but I understand bleached 
sulphite is to go up a quarter cent shortly, and if this occurs it will 
affect our papers.”

James Morrit1 


James Moffitt, head of the firm of Blake, Moffitt & Towne, of 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and New York, a pioneer of 1849, a 
paper merchant of San Francisco since 1853, and a resident of Oak 
land since 1876, died at his home on the afternoon of October 25 
He was born in Enniskillen, Ireland. February 10, 1827, and with 
his parents came to New York in infancy At an early age he 
learned typesetting and the printing trade [he pleasant rela 
tionship existing in those days between editorial room and press 
room brought him into touch with the heads of the New York 
dailies of that date. It was in this way that he became acquainted 
with and partly learned his trade under Horace Greeley 

\t the outbreak of the gold fever in 1848 he joined the proces 
sion of pioneers and went to California from Galveston on foot 
and horse, reaching the Coast in June, 1849. He spent some years 
in the placers near Georgetown, Placer County, and later worked 
in the hills back of Oakland, as did V. D. Moody and others of 
the early pioneers, whipsawing redwood lumber for the San Fran 
cisco market 

In 1853 he embarked in San Francisco in his trade of printer 
Soon after he joined fortunes with Francis Blake, and the partner 
ship remained unbroken until Mr. Blake’s death in 1887. The firm 
was one of the best known press offices of earlier days, and many 
of the first issues of the present San Francisco dailies came from 
its presses The business developed gradually into the present 
paper house of Blake, Moffitt & Towne, of which Mr. James Towne 
is the only surviving senior member 

Mr. Moffitt’s activities in San Francisco, Oakland and throughout 
the Coast were many. His business house maintained branches at 
Los Angeles, Portland, Seattle and Spokane. He was a director 
of the First National Bank and of the Mutual Savings Bank of 
San Francisco since their foundation, one of the senior directors 
of the Oakland Bank of Savings, and of many corporations about 
the bay 

One of the achievements in which he felt a just pride was 
his association with Andrew S. Halliday, Joseph Britton and H 
L. Davis in building the Clay street cable road, the first cable 
road in the country. Mr. Moffitt moved to Oakland in 1876, and 
took an active interest in the upbuilding of the city, in whose future 
he always had unbourded confidence. He at no time held public 
office, and while a Fremont Republican was an independent in the 
best sense. He was an active manager of the taxpayers’ party in 
San Francisco, which in the early 70's gave the city an honest and 
efficient administration 


He was a man of quiet and simple tastes and sturdy honesty 


a 


and integrity He was a splendid example of the old type of 
business man, and demonstrated that success could be attained 
without undue hazard but by simple methods of old time honesty 
and faithful attention to business. His activities as a business man 
never called him much into the public eye, but the legion of people 
whom he met and associated with in business learned to love and 
admire the man for his many sterling qualities 

Mr. Moffitt was married in 1863 and is survived by his widow and 
four children, James K. Moffitt, cashier of the First National Bank 
f San Francisco; Dr. Herbert C. Moffitt, prominent specialist of 
San Francisco, and Mrs. John Lynch and Mrs. George Doubleday, 
both of New York 

The funeral was held from the family residence, Twenty-second 
and Webster streets, at 10:30 a. m., October 27

On each side of the wagon entrance, where the unassorted stock 
is received and carried to the top floor by electric elevators, are two 
large iron doors Just inside these are electric elevators, where the 
ready assorted stock is received and taken direct to the storage 
floor . 

The plant is lighted and all power is furnished by electricity 
from the company’s own electric power plant. The equipment and 
appointments are the most modern in every respect. Excellent 
sanitary features are used throughout. The building is one of the 
best examples of fireproof construction in the city. The exterior is 
of brick, with interior construction of reinforced concrete. Floors 
and windows are so provided with fusible catches that in case of 
the outburst of fire in stock all openings are automatically closed. 
For the suppression of fire entire floors can be flooded, the water 
draining off through scuppers. In the place of the installation of 
a sprinkler system the building secures low insurance and fire im- 
munity in its structural material.

Illinois Railroads to Make Radical Changes in Rates. 


Cuicaco, November 5, 1906.—Illinois manufacturers are alarmed 
over the possibility that the railroads are to make radical changes 
in the commodity rates, effective at the beginning of the new year. 
If reports in circulation are true, only Illinois maximum distance 
tariffs fixed by the State Commission will be used. It is learned, 
however, that the idea of all commodity rates being abolished is 
erroneous; but the railroads do contemplate bringing Illinois tariffs 
to a level that will make them present a general consistency. 

It is alleged that many manufacturers have had special rates 
which were secret, and were also lower than those given to the 
other men engaged in the same line of business, thus making it 
possible for the former to get their supplies so cheaply that an ex- 
pansion of their business was readily effected. Be that as it may, 
the intention of the railroads now is to eliminate all inequalities 
of this character and place commodity rates as nearly as possible 
on a mileage basis.

The next item of production in point of value, although largest 
in quantity, is that of news paper, the output of which in 1905 is 
given as 912,822 tons, valued at $35,906,460, as compared with an 
output of 569,212 tons in 1900, valued at $20,091,874 

In 1900 the output of fine paper was reported as being 112,707 
tons, valued at $15,895,974, while in 1905 it had increased to 146,832 
tons, valued at $22,249,170 

The output of wrapping paper, according to the figures, was in- 
creased in the five years from 1900 to 1905 from 531,252 to 644,201 
tons, and in value from $24,542,373 to $30,435,592. 

The output of boards in 1900 is given as 365,617 tons, valued at 

10,353,319, and in 1905 as 520,651 tons, valued at $16,950,557. 

Of all other papers there was an increase in the five years from 
233,103 to 366,553 tons, valued respectively at $12,154,555 and $20,- 
092,140

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ANOTHER NEW PULP STRAINER. 


It Receives the Pulp as it Comes From Digester or Grinder, Im- 
pregnates it With Water, Screens it of Slivers and Foreign 
Substances and Keeps Plates Clear. 


Julius William Walters, of Glens Falls, N. Y., has invented a 
new pulp strainer. United States patent No. 834,596. 

Stated generally and briefly, the strainer comprises in_ its 
simplest form a suitable vat or tub within which is mounted a 
horizontal screen, a suitable inlet pipe being provided to deliver the 
pulp to the vat above the screen. Mounted centrally of the vat 


and screens is a hollow revolving shaft connected with a suitable

supply of water, said shaft having a spray pipe extending radially

therefrom above the screen, by means of which the pulp may be 
hydrated or saturated with water and brought to the proper 
screening consistency. The central shaft carries a ring or frame 
closely adjacent to the screen, which supports a hooded scraper 
arranged in close proximity to the upper surface of the screen 
and adapted to scrape up all the slivers and foreign substances 
which fail to pass through the screen and eject them through a 
suitable opening in the side of the vat. Beneath the screen and 
supported and driven by the central shaft are two or more pro- 
peller like blades or fans, the number of which must be equal, as 
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the line of effort or pitch line of these blades is counterpoised to 
one another, or, in other words, they are placed upon the shaft in 
a position to create alternate downward and upward movement 
upon the air and hydrated pulp descending upon them through the 
screen plate, so as to produce a uniform progressive wave move- 
ment of the pulp and cause the same to be intermittently forced 
upwardly to dislodge any clogging substances from the screen or 
grid interstices and prevent filling of the screen. The vat is pro- 
vided at its bottom with a lateral outlet, through which the screened 





pulp is delivered, an adjustable dam being provided for said outlet 
by means of which the pulp delivery may be regulated. 

In the drawings Fig. 1 is a central vertical section of a strainer 
embodying the invention. Fig. 2 is a sectional view to show the 
sliver delivery openings. Fig. 3 is a plan view of the strainer. 
Fig. 4 is a detail view of the strainer shaft and its associated parts. 
Fig. 5 is a view of a form of the invention in which a plurality 
of screen plates are used. 

Referring to the drawings, 2 indicates a circular pulp receptacle 
or receiving vat of any suitable construction and dimensions pro- 
vided with suitable hand holes and covers 24 to permit inspection 










of the strainer interior. Mounted within said receptacle or vat 2 
is a screen 3. Said screen 3 is supported by ring cleats 4, secured 
to the vat, and has suitable screening perforations or interstices. 
Mounted centrally of the vat and passing through the screen 3 
is a hollow shaft 5, which is supported in any suitable bearings 
and driven by any suitable or usual driving mechanism, said shaft 
5 being connected with a suitable water supply. Secured to said 
shaft 5 in close proximity to the upper surface of the screen 3 1s 
a wheel 6, the rim 7 of which fits closely to the angle formed by 
the upper. screen surface and the wall of the vat, as clearly shown 
in Figs. 1 and 2. Carried by said wheel 6 is a flat sliver collecting 
and ejecting blade or scraper 8, preferably having a curved edge, 
as shown in Fig. 3, which blade lies against the upper surface of 
the screen and has a beveled edge, the more readily to pick up any 
unscreened particles or slivers lying upon the screen surface as the 
scraper sweeps over it. In order that any particles picked up by 
the scraper 8 may not simply slide over it and escape a hood 9 





is provided, which projects forwardly of the scraper and serves 
to retain any matter collected during the sweep of the scraper 
over the screen surface. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that as the shaft 5 is rotated 
during the operation of the strainer the wheel 6 and scraper 8 
carried thereby will be revolved and scraper 8 will gather beneath 
the hood g all slivers and foreign substances upon the screen. 
It is apparent that owing to centrifugal action the tendency of 
the slivers and particles gathered by the hooded scraper will be 
to travel outwardly along the scraper, and the scraper 8, as above 
stated, is preferably curved along its edge, as shown, to augment 
and aid this centrifugal travel of the scraped up material. It 
will be observed, furthermore, that the hood 9 is outwardly 
flared or wider at its outer end, so that as the bulk of the scrapings 
increases at the outer end of the scraper the capacity of the hood

FOREIGN NOTES. 


The Forsa, Sweden, cardboard mill has been completely de- 
stroyed by fire, the loss being estimated at 100,000 kr. 

Albert E. Reed, of 50 Cannon street, London, E. C., has joined 
the board of the Canadian Pacific Sulphite Pulp Company, Limited. 

The firm of A. Ahlstrém is building a new paper and pulp mill 
at Kauttnabruk, near Kinkainen, Finland, which will be managed 
by Herr Hugo Bongard. 

The new paper mill at Klostertangen, Norway, is approaching 
completion and is expected to be ready for starting in November. 
About fifty hands will be employed. 

The report of Patentpapierfabrik zu Penig (Germany) states that 
the profit for 1905-6 amounts to M. 280,000 (£13,800), out of which 
a dividend at the rate of 12 per cent. has been paid. 

Herr Emil Furth and Herr Rudolf Gellert have formed their 
business in Budweis and Pilsen, Austria-Hungary, into a company, 
with a capital of 1,250,000 marks (£620,000). The company will 
continue to work the mills at Budweis and Pilsen. 

The Avesta Sulphate Company, Limited, Avesta, Sweden, has 
heen registered with a share capital of minimum 500,000 kr., maxi- 
mum 1,500,000 kr. This company intends, after having purchased 
waterfalls and building lots, to erect a cellulose mill at Avesta. 

The Papierfabrik Baienfurt, Germany, has had a very successful 
year and an exceptionally good water supply. The demand for 
paper and sulphite pulp has been brisk, the prices being approxi- 
mately steady. The price of wood continues unfortunately to rise. 
The fire which destroyed the upper floors of the paper mill and 
stores caused a stoppage of the paper machines of only six days. 

Austrian paper mills are reported to be very busy with orders, 
some establishments being so well placed that they will be able to 
run their machines till the new year without taking further orders. 
The manufacturers of writings are asking higher prices, and a 
week ago there was a well attended meeting of manufacturers of 
light weight papers (sulphite tissue papers), when mill owners 
agreed not to sell paper of 20 grammes the square metre cheaper 
than 45 kronen—Vienna or Budapest. 

A favorable report has been published by the Robschitzer (Ger- 
many) Papierfabrik. The demand for paper has been brisk and 
the supply of water good, while no losses have been incurred. 
Notwithstanding increased prices of raw materials and higher 
wages the price of paper has not risen. This is ascribed to the 
severe competition arising from the erection of a large number 
of modern mills, especially in Germany. That the profit is greater 
than for the previous year is due to improved working and a Io 
per cent. increase in the production. The gross profit amounts 
to M. 73,559.60 (£3,630) and the net profit to M. 58,559.12 (£2,890). 
A dividend of 4 per cent. has been declared. 


The Northwestern Paper Company, of Minneapolis, Minn., was 
recently incorporated, capitalized at $50,000. The incorporators 
are L. T. Sowle, Charles L. T. Sowle and R. E. Meagher, all of 
Minneapolis.
